AID TO GERMANS 
IN DRY CAMPAIGN 


B y the Associated Presa. 
BERLIN, Sept. 16.—Americans are 
taking an active part in 
the move­ 
ment to put Germany on the dry list. 
Recent meetings held 
in 
various 
parts of the country presented speak­ 
ers from Connecticut and Alinnesota 
w'ho described the progress of the 
prohibition movement in the United 
States. 
These gatherings have revealed a 
surprising 
amount 
of 
sentiment 
among the people in favor of 
the 
abolition of alcohol, it is asserted in 
a statement by Dr. Reinhard S le e k ­ 
er. of Darmstadt, president of the 
committee conducting the campaign, 
and former Hessian minister of edu­ 
cation. 
He expressed special surpiise and 
pleasure at the moderation and ab­ 
stinence now' being shown by 
the 
young men. 
The best sections 
of 
German’s youth are against alcohol, 
Dr. Strecker said, aLd these no long­ 
er drink, or even smoke. He added: 
“Particular significance ay 
be 
at­ 
tached to this restraint on the part 
of German youths since 
it comes 
entirely 
on 
their 
own 
Initiative, 
neither the church nor the school up 
to this time having taken the alco­ 
hol question seriously.” 
He declared that need is the stern 
teacher which is gradually, but ine­ 
vitably educating the Germans up to 
prohibition. In view of the prevailing 
high prices of necessities they were 
becoming more and more restive at 
seeing valuable foodstuffs going Into 
the breweries and distilleries. 
The 
working man. too, was paying more 
attention to the question, realizing 
that every liter of beer he consumed 
would provide six hungry children 
each with a bowl of barley soup. 
The prohibition movement’s great­ 
est success thus far, said Dr. Streck­ 
er, was the result of the straw vote 
at Bielefeld, w here 90 percent of the 
voters endorsed it. This polling was 
all noteworthy’, he added, because It 
was based on the political lists of 
qualified voters.

One of these communications 
severely condemns the society, the other 
cordially approves it. Both asked for pub­ 
lication. 
Inasmuch as neither writer had 
the courage to affix his or her name to 
what they had written, 
and 
as it is an 
invariable rule in this office that communi­ 
cations criticising or attacking individuals 
or organizations must be accompanied by 
the names of the authors, at least as an evi­ 
dence of good faith, the request for publi­ 
cation can not be complied with. 
It is an opinion, generally accepted, that 
anonymous communications of any sort 
should receive no notice, 
because they 
carry with them by very reason of their 
annonymity that lack of sincerity and fear 
of responsibility on the part of the writers 
that makes them unworthy of considera­ 
tion. 
It is remarkable how many people there 
are who delight in writing to the press, de­ 
nouncing or approving this or that, and 
asking that the same be printed and yet 
not daring to sign their name to them. 
Hardly a day passes that some such let­ 
ters are not received by the Democrat, and 
invariably when their authorship is traced, 
the writers refuse to accept the responsi­ 
bility of authorship—disowning the chil­ 
dren of their own brains, and endeavoring 
to thrust the paternity upon the long-suf­ 
fering newspaper. 
Heretofore no atten­ 
tion has been given such missives, permit­ 
ting the yawning mouth of the waste paper 
basket to close the incidents, but these last 
two instances seemed to demand the 
homily nerewith given.

; : Whatever may be said pro or con re­ 
garding the wisdom of the action of Henry 
.Ford in shutting down his great shops and 
throwing out of work the thousands of men 
and women whose employment depends di­ 
rectly or indirectly upon his industries, the 
fact remains that the reason for the action 
j as given by Mr. Ford, is sound economical­ 
ly, and, if the move is successful in accomp­ 
lishing that which is aimed at—the ending 
of profiteering in coal—the results will jus­ 
tify the means, despite the hardships tem­ 
porarily accruing to those affected. 
I If, as Mr. Ford asserts, the coal of the 
country has passed into the hands of brok­ 
ers who are united in the purpose of control 
of the entire output and who have raised 
the price to the unprecedented figures at 
which it is selling at this time, any measure 
taken to break the wicked conspiracy, out­ 
side a nation-wide lawless uprising, would 
be justified, and in the long run, would re­ 
dound to the good of all the people. Coal 
is a necessity of life, almost, if not quite, 
as much as is food. Indeed, in the present 
day civilization, without coal millions of 
'people would starve to death, to say noth­ 
ing of other sufferings that would entail. 
If, then, a few men have 
undertaken lo 
manipulate the supply, and through that 
manipulation, increase the price to such

bine and running through the period of its 
existence, could not buy a pound at any 
mill, but were forced to go into the open 
market and purchase at w hatever price the 
brokers were willing to sell. 
As a result 
hundreds of men w*ere forced out of busi­ 
ness. Hundreds of others w*ent into bank­ 
ruptcy. Those newspapers, magazines and 
other large consumers who w*eathered the 
storm, have not as yet fully recovered from 
the disastrous toll taken from them by the 
^unscrupulous pirates who brought about 
the situation, and who retired from the 
game multi-millionaires. 
If such a sinister conspiracy against a 
commodity that is not an essential requisite

Railroad News 


More Cars Needed 
WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 
16.—The 
government will use all its influence 
and every agency at its command to 
obtain box cars to move wheat and 
other farm crops which 
have 
been 
beld on farms because of the strike. 
Nearly the whole cabinet 
session 
yesterday—the first since Mrs. Hard* 
ing’s critical illness—was devoted to 
a discussion of how agriculture could 
be helped with particular attention 
to improving movement of crops for 
export. President Harding expressed 
great concern over the situation and 
a picture of farm prices. 
While terminal markets 
in 
the 
middle west were receiving all the 
wheat they could handle, some of 
the 
principal 
railroads 
carrying 
wheat to the Atlantic seaboard had 
to place embargoes on any wheat 
shipments. Other roads, even though 
wheat was on the priority list, 
had 
not moved the 
normal 
shipments. 
The effect of this had been to put a 
heavy strain on the terminal mar­ 
kets and break prices. Not only that 
‘but it is feared much of the loss can­ 
not be recovered, even when cars are 
plentiful, because European buyers 
have turned to other markets for the 
needed grain. 
F ruit growers, it was stated, were 
suffering even 
greater 
hardships 
than many of the 
grain 
producers. 
Refrigerator cars are scarcer even 
.than box cars. 
... While the situation is reported as 
improving m aterially and more rapid 
improvement may be expected, with 
strike simmering out, 
yet 
the 
gram rituation will receive close at­ 
tention in the next few weeks. 
The 
interstate commerce commission, as 
well as the car service machinery of 
the railroads, will do what they can 
to improve export movements. Cars 
wifi be taken from movement of oth­ 
er commodities to aid w'heat move­ 
ments temporarily.
